MIGRATION OF BENTLE 


According to Commissioner R, J, 
(Bob) Goode, the white fringed 
beetle grubs are now in the stage 
of transforming info adult beetles, 

Mr. Goode further stated, “We 
fre anticipating the area infested 
in Alabama and Plorida to be alive 


with this pest by Just Ist, 


“Due to the efforts on the part 
of the Plant Industry Division of 
the State Department of Agricul- 
lure, with George Harris in charge, 
workung in cooperation with the 
United States Bureau of Wntomol- 
ogy, We feel that the beetle will 
find it considerably more difficult 
tO survive the eradication meas- 
ures which are being employed 
this year, 

“Every known method of con 
trol that has been developed and 
proven lo be effective is being used 
in the tight to control this pest, 
Chief among these methods of con- 
trol where fallowed cultivation 
hol practical are; The use of hot 
lowgrade oil supplied under press- 
ure, and spraying with pyrolige- 
neous acid all vegetation in infest- 
ed fields to eliminate food supply, 
Where the latter method is used, 
the beetle will be unable to pro- 
auce any eres und will soon die 
from lack of food, 
“We feel it advisable,’ Mr, 
Goode continues, "to urge that all 
persons not engaged in the actual 
work of aiding in eradicating this 
pest refrain from visiting the in- 
tested area, These beetles are most 
likely lo cling to your car or cloth- 
ing and thereby spread to a new 
This can be easily pre- 
vented by staying’ away from the 
infested area and your cooperation 
in preventing the spread of this 
beetle is earnestly requested,”

MOTORISTS PAID RECORD 


HIGH IN GAS TAXES EN 1987 


Alabama motorists last year 


paid a record high of $18,295,000 
in gasoline taxes to the State, an 
increase of 18.1 per cent over 1986, 
When $11,754,000 was paid, Mr, 
Warl M, Hearne, secretary of the 
Alabama Petroleum Industries, an- 
nounced recently The figures 
showing the substantial gain in 
gasoline taxes in 1987 are taken 
from the annual report of the 


S, Bureau of Public Roads, just 


received by Mr, Hearne, 


“For the past severar years 


gasoline tax receipts by Alabama 
have been showing’ remarkable 
gains, Collections for 1987 were 
4% per cent above 1934, when $9,- 
299,000 was paid to the State in 
gasoline taxes,” said Mr, Hearne 
"This remarkable gain in gasoline 
taxes, providing the Constitutional 
Amendment to be voted on by the 
people at the November General 
lection prohibiting diversion of 
the State and county road funds 
is ratified, should permit the State 
and counties to provide better and 
safer roads more rapidly than ever 
before in the history of the State 
With millions of dollars of addi- 
tional road funds available because 
of 


nue, road improvement on a wide 
scale can be carried out, if all 
road funds are spent for road pur- 
poses, Within a few years the 
needed basic improvements in the 
State highway system can be 
made and, with a declining need 
for major improvements, the State 
may find it possible to give its 
motorists, most of whom earn less 
than $30 a week, relief in the form 
of a reduction in the gasoline tax.

Hound Holds Vigil for 
Dead Priest Despite Cold 


Weston, W. Va.—The season's first 


cold wave was not enough to force 
old Barney, a 12-year-old mongrel 
hound, to give up the daily vigil he 
has kept at the doorstep of his mas- 
ter, Msgr, Thomas E, Quirk, moun- 
tain priest who was buried last Sep- 
tember 15. 


Miss Katherine McCuddon, young 
teacher in the Loveberry school, 
eight miles from here, revealed to- 
day that old Barney, long a com- 
panion of the ninety-three-year-old 
priest, had kept watch on the porch 
of the abandoned rectory on Love- 
berry ridge constantly for three 
months. 

Miss McCuddon said she took 
food to the dog every day. Her 
school is in sight of St. Bernard’s 
church, which was part of Msgr. 
Quirk’s charge. 


On the day the priest was buried, 
old Barney walked slowly to his 
grave, stayed for a moment, and re- 
turned to the rectory. Neighbors 
tried to make a home for the dog. 
Once he chewed a rope in two and 
another time he dug out of a pen to 
get back. 

Msgr. Quirk used to take pleas- 
ure in telling stories of his dog and 
his horse, Price. He told how old 
Barney would follow him for miles 
on his visits to the sick or while he 
wa® making his mountain circuit, 
sometimes through the snow. ‘The 
dog always would greet his master 
gleefully at the door after a mass.

4-H Club members have helped my 
community, 

Terracing has been a problem in 
any community. Since we have 
been doing club work, the terrace 
demonstrations have proven valu- 
able not only to members of the 
club, but also to the farmers, The 
boys who learned to make a pood 
terrace are saving the farmer time 
and money by being there to help 
them, 

Two of the main causes of hog 
losses in the community are 
worms and cholera, Club boys 
have learned to treat hogs for 
cholera and worms, ‘The hog own- 
ers no longer have to send away 
for a veterinarian or county ageft 
to treat their hogs, but can call 
on the members of the club who 
have learned to do this for them, 

The club boys are learning the 
responsibility of having and caring 
for something of their own, They 


know the success of their projects 


depends on them and they have to 
mike use of all their learning and 
experience, The success of these 
projects has caused farmers to im- 
prove their livestock and other 
things Purebred pig projects 
place many good pigs in the com- 
munity where otherwise they 
might not be. Last year two mem- 
bers of the club fed calves for the 
stock show, Because of their sue- 
cess four members now have calves 
and possibly more will have calves, 
This responsibility will follow the 
elub members until they are men 
and will make them better farmers, 


One of the greatest benefits de- 


rived from club work is the im- 
portance of keeping records, If 
& person does not keep reeords he 
does not know where he is, That 


is, whether he is losing or gaining. 
Most boys on the farm will be 
farmers when they are men and 


this bookkeeping will be worth 


more to them as they grow older. 


Four-H Club leadership is help- 
ing people to realize that life on 
the farm can be happier and more 


profitable than it used to be.

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GIANT PINE TREE 


== 


IS FELLED FOR $20/New Elba Theatre 


Was 125 Years Old at Start 
of War Between States. 


Hattiesburg, Miss.—Two hundred 
and five years of American history 
were matched by the growing rings 
of a huge loblolly pine tree felled in 
south Mississippi. 

The ancient pine was felled at the 
forks of Flint and Red creeks in 
Stone county. The forest monarch, 
119 feet high, was a lone survivor 
of the once virgin forests of the re- 
gion. Because of its inaccessibility 
in the swamps and because of its 
five-foot diameter, it escaped wood 
cutters for two centuries, 

First limb of the tree was 75 feet 
long. The pine yielded 5,000 feet of 
lumber, And the tree brought $20. 

United States forest service off- 
cials set the age at 205 years and 
placed a great slab in the Forrest 
county fair here for an exhibit, In 
its time, the tree thrived under the 
flags of five nations, 

It was a year old in 1786 when 
Sieur de Bienville declared war on 
the Chickasaw Indians, 

In 1776 when the Declaration of 
Independence was signed, the tree 
was 40 years old, It was 62 when 
Mississippi became United States 
territory in 1798. During the War 
of 1812, the pine was 76. It was 
81 when Mississippi became a state 
in 1817, 

When the Civil war began in 1861, 
the forest veteran was 125, In '98 
during the Spanish-American war 
and the yellow fever epidemic, it 
was 162, 

The tree was gaining strength in 
1905 when the forestry service was 
established and was celebrating its 
one hundred and seventy-second 
birthday in 1908 when Forrest coun- 
ty was organized. The CCC in 1933 
found the lone pine 197 years old but 
the woodsman did not spare the 
giant. 


$150 Bed Is Ordered 
* for Woman’s Pet Dog

300 Iowa Acres Support 
Old Church for 83 Years 


Washington, Iowa.—An 83-year- 
old Moravian church—the only one 
in Iowa—continues to flourish near 
here in the Grace Hill community. 
Two charter members are num- 
bered in its congregation of thirty 
families. 

Amos Miksch and his bride came 
to Washington county from Ohio in 
1854. He entered 220 acres of lan? 
for himself and another 300 acres 
adjoining his farm which he turned 
over to the church he founded in 
the same year. The Provincial El- 
ders’ conference of the Moravian 
church at Bethlehem, Pa., lent 
Miksch most of the money for the 
section of land to be used to support 
the church, 


The congregation was organized 
at the Miksch home and in 1868 the 
church building was dedicated. In- 
come from the 300 acres in good 
years had been sufficient to support 
the church and activities of a com- 
munity building dedicated in 1918, 
The Rev. Lewis Clewell was the 
first pastor. The two charter mem- 
bers still living are Mrs. Olive 
Strohm, ninety-three, and Mrs. Joe 
Engel, eighty-seven, Brighton.

Q. 1, What is Social Security? 

A, Social Security is the term 
used to describe the attempt 
to safeguard an individual 
through the cooperation of in- 
dustry, government and soci- 
ety against such hazards as 
unemployment, ill health or 
old age which the individual 
cannot control, 

Q. 2. What is the purpose of the 
Federal Old-Age Insurance 
provisions of the Social Se- 
curity Act? 

A, Federal Old-Age Insurance is 
designed to help prevent Old- 
Age dependency, Its main 
purpose is to provide an as 
sured retirement income to 
wage earners when they have 
reached the age of 65, 

Q, 38. Who is covered by the Fed- 
eral Old-Age Insurance pro- 
visions of the Social Security 
Act, and how do they avail 
themselves of its benefits? 

A. All employees who receive 
wages or salaries in what 
might roughly be termed in- 
dustrial and commercial em- 
ployment in the United States, 
District of Columbia, Hawaii, 
or Alaska, after 19386, and be- 
fore reaching the age of 65 
are covered, They should have 
a Social Security card and 
show it to each employer for 
whom they work in covered 
employment, so the employer 
san report their Account Num- 
ber with their name when re- 
porting his wages. 

Q. 4. What, jobs are not consid- 
ered as covered employment, 
the wages from which do not 
count in figuring Old-Age In- 
surance benefits? 

A, 1, Persons who were 65 years 

old before January 1, 1937, 

Self-employment, 

3. Employees of the Railroad 
Industry who are subject 
to the Carrier’s Tax in the 
Act of 1937, 

4, Agricultural labor.

5, Domestic service in a pri- 
vate home. 
6. Casual labor not in the 


course of the employer's 
trade or business. 

7. Officers and members of 
crews of documental ves- 
sels, 

8. Services performed as an 
employee of the Federal, 
State of Local Govern- 
ment, or instrumentality 
thereof, 

9. Services performed as an 
employee of non-profit or- 
ganizations, operated ex- 
clusively for _ religious, 
charitable, scientific, liter- 
ary or education purposes 
or for the prevention of 
cruelty to children or ani- 
mals, 

Q. 5. When did the Federal Old- 
Age Insurance program be- 
gin? 

A. On January 1, 19387, this part 
of the Social Security program 
became operative. It is ad- 
ministered entirely by the 
Federal Government. 

Q. 6. Are all other employments 
covered except those specified 
in Answer 4? 

A. Yes, if performed by an em- 
ployee for his employer with- 
in the United States, District 
of Columbia, Hawaii or Alas- 
ka, benefits will be paid to in- 
dividuals on the basis of wages 
received from all included em- 
ployments after 19386 and be- 
fore reaching age 65, 

Q. 7. Are all employees work- 
ing in covered employment 
required to get a Social Se- 
curity Account Number 
card?

AMPLE TIME LEFT TO 
GROW WINTER FEEDS 


AUBURN, Ala.—Due to weather 
conditions and other factors many 
Alvbuma farmers haye not plant- 
ed enough feed crops to properly 
feed their stock next winter, states 
W. H. Gregory, associate exten- 
sion agronomist, in advising that 
there is still ample time in whieh 
to grow sufficient winter feed, 

It should be remembered that 
to adequately feed a cow oy» a 
mule about two tons of hay in ad- 
dition to grain is needed, says Mr, 
Gregory, Sudan grass will make 
a larger amount of hay quicker 
than any other crop on good tand, 
On land which is sown in this 
hay-producer one to two tons of 
feed per acre can be grown in 60 
days, Myr, Gregory suggests that 
after the grass comes up it should 
be top-dressed with 100 to 200 
pounds of nitrate of soda per aere, 
He says about 25 pounds of seed 
should be planted to the acre, 

Sorghum is another erop that 
will produce a large tonnage of 
grass hay even when planted this 
late, states Mr, Gregory. Amber 
and orange are two of the best 
varieties that may be planted, 
From one to two pecks of sor- 
ghum should be planted to the 
nere in order to keep the stalks 
from being too large, Dise the 
seed in and top-dress with 100 to 
200 pounds of nitrate of soda per 
acre after the erop is up, he ad- 
vises, 

A third erop which will produce 
grass hay is pearl or ecat-tail mil- 
let, which should be sown at about 
the same rate as sorghum, Other 
varieties of millet do not make 
4 large tonnage. 

Cowpeas is the only legume crop 
that may safely be recommended 
for sowing this late for hay pro- 
duction, says Mr, Gregory, How- 
ever, On some of the better soils 
of the State soybeans will make 
considerable hay. Gregory states 
that a mixture of cowpeas and 
either sorghum or Sudan grasa 
sown together will make a large 
tonnage of hay on good land, and 


the hay will be more nutritious | 


than the sorghum or grass plant- 
ed alone,

PARM OREDIT BASED ON 
PRODUCTION CAPACITY 


AUBURN, Ala,—Sound agricul- 
tural credit is based upon produc- 
tion capacity rather than upon 
selling price of the land, since 
loans must be repaid out of prod. 
ucts on the farm, states James D, 
Samford, specialist in farm finance 
with the Alabama Wxtension 
Service, 

Hundreds of foreclosures have 
resulted because. land has been 
bought before earnings from the 
farm have been determined, he 
pays. 

“Obviously, all the products of 
the farm cannot be used to re- 
tire the debt,’ states Mr. Sam- 
ford, “First must come the living 
expenses of the family, the other 
production costs and the taxes, and 
unless there is some net income 
above these expenses the farm 
eannol carry a debt, Amount of 
the debt which a farm can carry 
is, therefore, dependent upon the 
net income.” 

Mr. Samford says that in ap- 
proachng the problem of wise use 
of capital credit, the first step is 
to establish the net income which 
may be expected from the farming’ 
operations, It makes no difference 
whether the debt is contracted to 
purchase the farm or for other 
purposes there must be in all 
cases enough income above regu- 
lar expense to pay the debt or the 
borrower will lose his farm, he 
emphasizes,

| NEW DUSTING MIXTURE 


KILLS COTTON INSHOTS 


Cotton insect specialists of the 
Bureau of Hntomology and Plant 
Quarantine of the U, 8, Depart. 
ment of Agriculture announce that 
it is possible to control both the 
boll weevil and the flea hopper at 
the same time by dusting with a 
mixture of sulphur and caleium 
arsenate, says W, A, Ruffin, ex- 
tension entomologist, of Auburn, 

As a rule, growers in areas trou- 
bled with both the weevil and the 
(lea hopper have dusted with cal- 
cium arsenate to kill the weevil 
and then made separate dustings 
with sulphur.to kill the flea hop- 
pers, said Mr, Ruffin, 

The Bureau of Bntomology spe- 
cialists conducted experiments at 
Fort Lavaca, Texas, for three 
years, and state that results of the 
work apply to all parts of the 
cotton bell where both the hopper 
and the weevil cause heavy dam- 
age, 

The experiments showed that 
dusting with the mixture not only 
gives as good results as the sepa- 
rate dustings, but under some con- 
ditions even better results, 

The Department's insect special- 
ists recommend a mixture inelud- 
ing one part of calcium aresnate 
and two parts of sulphur, In 
other words, a hundred pounds of 
calcium arsenate to 200 pounds 
of sulphur, said Mr, Ruffin, They 
recommend 12 to 15 pounds of the 
mixture to the acre, 

During the experiments it was 
found that it was necessary to 
make two to four applications of 
the mixture at intervals of five 
to seven days to obtain the best 
results, 


QUAIL HATCHED 

By July 1 there will be a total 
of 5,826 young quail hatched at 
the State game farm in Autauga 
County, The largest. hatch of the 
season—2,800 birds—-was due out 
of the incubators June 28, and 
prior to that time 3,026 birds had 
been hatched, Eggs collected this 
spring total 9,706 through June 
18, and approximately 1,400 more 
to be collected June 25, for a total 
of 11,106. The weekly average of 
eggs collected has been over 1,000, 
all laid by 850 Bob White hens.
